To  The  Honourable  Louis  O.  Breithaupt,  LL.D., 
Lieutenant-Governor  of  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Your  Honour, 

With  all  respect,  I  present  to  Your  Honour  the  Report  of  the  Department  of 
Education  for  the  year  1955.  In  so  doing,  I  should  like  to  comment  upon  some 
aspects  of  the  educational  system  which  appear  to  be  of  special  interest. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  in  the  elementary  and  the  secondary  schools  of  the 
Province  in  September,  1955,  was  1,038,176,  showing  an  increase  of  56,274 
over  the  enrolment  of  the  previous  year.  Additional  pupils  create  a  need  for  addi- 
tional teachers,  and  the  problem  of  teacher  supply  continued  to  receive  attention 
in  the  year  under  review.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  3,1  39  students  were  enrolled 
in  the  Teachers'  Colleges  in  the  autumn  of  1955,  the  largest  class  to  that  date  to 
attend  these  institutions.  This  enrolment  represented  an  increase  of  447  over  that  of 
the  year  before.  The  Pre-Teachers'-College  Summer  Courses  were  also  in  operation 
in  1955,  with  enrolments  of  91  1  in  the  First  Year,  and  706  in  the  Second  Year. 

To  meet  the  increasing  demand  for  secondary  school  teachers,  an  emergency 
summer  course  programme  was  established  during  the  year.  The  plan  called  for  the 
completion  of  a  summer  course  of  ten  weeks'  duration  at  the  Ontario  College  of 
Education,  a  subsequent  year  of  successful  teaching,  and  a  second  summer  course  of 
five  weeks'  duration.  The  first  of  these  courses  began  on  June  20,  1  955,  with  an 
enrolment  of  4 1  8.  All  of  these  students  held  university  degrees,  and  many  had  taken 
Honour  courses  in  University. 

Expanding  enrolments  continued  to  spur  on  the  building  programme,  as  will 
be  noted  in  the  pages  that  follow.  In  1955,  new  accommodation  was  provided  for 
63,000  pupils  in  the  elementary  schools  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $39,300,000,  and 
for  1 4,750  pupils  in  the  secondary  schools  at  an  approximate  cost  of  $20,2 1 7,000. 

Grants  paid  to  local  educational  authorities  for  educational  purposes  in  1  955 
totalled  $71,913,203,  an  increase  of  $9,008,829  over  the  grants  paid  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  demand  of  industry  for  graduates  from  the  Technical  Insititutes  at  Port 
Arthur,  Haileybury,  Hamilton,  and  Toronto,  exceeded  the  supply  in  the  year  under 
review.  These  Institutes  are  alike  in  that  they  provide  educational  opportunities  for 
students  about  to  enter  specific  industries,  but  they  differ  in  that  each  has  its  special 
organization  and  purpose.  The  Lakehead  Technical  Institute  emphasizes  forestry, 
mining  and  first-year  university  work;  the  Provincial  Institute  of  Mining  at  Haileybury 
and  the  Provincial  Institute  of  Textiles  at  Hamilton  are  concerned  with  the  industries 
linked  with  their  names;  the  Institute  of  Trades  in  Toronto  co-operates  with  the 
Provincial  and  Federal  Departments  of  Labour  in  preparing  apprentices;  and  the 
Ryerson  Institute  of  Technology  in  Toronto,  the  largest  of  the  group,  offers  a  wide 
variety  of  courses,  a  number  of  which  are  concerned  with  the  preparation  of 
engineering  technicians.  The  development  and  expansion  of  the  Institutes  in  recent 
years  amply  demonstrate  the  need  they  are  meeting  in  our  educational  system. 


During  1955,  there  were  251  public  libraries,  231  library  associations,  51 
branch  libraries,  and  14  county  or  district  libraries  operating  in  the  Province.  For 
smaller  communities  and  rural  areas,  boxes  of  books  were  sent  out  on  loan  by  the 
Travelling  Libraries  Branch.  Legislative  grants  to  all  libraries  amounted  to 
$865,000. 

Classes  in  English  and  in  the  government,  history,  and  geography  of  Canada 
have  been  increasingly  needed  and  increasingly  numerous  since  the  arrival  in 
Ontario  of  many  newcomers  from  foreign  lands,  and  the  Department  of  Education 
has  encouraged  the  provision  of  such  instruction.  In  1955  there  were  637  classes 
operated  by  School  Boards,  162  classes  by  voluntary  associations,  and  36  classes 
by  the  Community  Programmes  Branch.  In  all,  17,549  persons  attended  these 
classes   and   received  assistance  in  their  adjustment  to  citizenship  in  this  country. 

In  this  annual  Report,  information  and  statistics  will  be  found  with  regard  to 
the  topics  mentioned  and  to  other  features  of  the  school  system.  It  has  been  said  that 
there  are  three  aims  in  education:  to  prepare  people  to  earn  a  living,  to  develop 
good  citizens,  and  to  help  individuals  to  grow  as  persons — physically,  mentally, 
socially,  and  religiously.  The  activities  outlined  in  the  pages  that  follow  are  many 
and  diverse,  but  I  think  it  may  fairly  be  stated  that  all  of  them  contribute  in  a  sub- 
stantial way  towards  the  discharge  of  this  three-fold  responsibility.

Elementary  Education 


LEGISLATIVE  GRANTS 

The  1954  plan  for  distribution  of  General  Legislative  Grants  was  continued 
in  1955  with  no  major  alterations.  The  following  minor  alterations,  however,  were 
applied  in  the  calculation  of  the  1955  payments. 

(1)  The  portion  of  the  fees  paid  to  a  member  association  of  the  Ontario  School 
Trustees'  Council  which  was  remitted  in  1  954  by  the  member  Association  to 
the  Ontario  School  Trustees'  Council  was  eligible  for  inclusion  in  approved  cost 
for  purposes  of  grant  in  1955. 

(2)  Where  part  of  a  school  section  was  transferred  from  one  Board  to  another, 
statistical  data  of  the  last  school-day  of  September,  1954,  was  used  for  the 
purpose  of  apportioning  the  grants. 

(3)  For  the  purposes  of  the  Regulations,  the  term  "annexation"  was  deemed  to 
include  the  term  "amalgamation". 

(4)  Where,  in  addition  to  support  from  assessment  of  one  or  more  urban  muni- 
cipalities each  having  a  population  of  2,500  or  more,  the  Board  of  a  school 
section  or  separate-school  area  was  supported  by  assessment  from  an  urban 
municipality  having  a  population  of  less  than  2,500  or  from  a  rural  municipal- 
ity, the  average  daily  attendance  and  approved  cost,  excluding  transporta- 
tion, were  divided  among  the  urban  municipalities  each  having  a  population  of 
2,500  or  more  and  the  remainder  of  the  section  or  area  in  the  same  propor- 
tion as  the  enrolments  of  resident  pupils  on  the  last  school-day  of  September, 
1954,  were  divided  in  each  case.  The  approved  cost  of  transportation  of 
pupils  resident  in  each  urban  municipality  having  a  population  of  2,500  or 
more  was  added  to  the  approved  cost  apportioned  to  that  municipality,  and 
the  remainder  of  the  approved  cost  of  transportation  was  added  to  the 
approved  cost  apportioned  to  the  remainder  of  the  section  or  area.  In  these 
cases,  the  grant  was  calculated  as  if  a  Board  operating  a  school  existed  for 
each  of  the  urban  municipalities  each  having  a  population  of  2,500  or  more 
and  a  Board  operating  a  school  existed  for  the  remainder  of  the  section  or 
area,  and  the  total  thereof  paid  to  the  Board. 

LARGER  UNITS  OF  ADMINISTRATION 

At  the  end  of  1955  there  were  563  township  school  areas  in  operation  in 
Ontario  administering  the  schools  in  3,565  former  school  sections.  Sixty  per  cent  of 
the  former  school  sections  in  Ontario  are  now  in  larger  units  of  administration. 
During  the  year,  seven  new  township  school  areas  were  formed  and  eighteen 
former  sections  were  added  to  existing  areas.  One  township  school  area  consisting 
of  two  former  sections  was  dissolved  and  one  former  section  was  withdrawn  from 
each  of  four  township  school  areas.  These  six  former  sections  were  re-established  as 
school  sections. 

Seven  new  union  separate  School  Boards  were  formed  in  1955  and  two 
separate  school  areas  were  added  to  existing  unions.  The  schools  in  1  89  former 
separate  school  areas  are  now  administered  by  65  union  Separate  School  Boards. 

Where  a  larger  unit  of  administration  consists  of  at  least  two  former  school 
sections  or  former  separate  school  areas,  a  grant  of  $300  is  paid  to  the  Board  of 
the  larger  unit  for  each  former  school  section  or  former  separate  school  area 
included. 

TRANSPORTATION  OF  PUPILS 

Special  attention  was  given  this  year  to  the  types  of  vehicles  used  for  trans- 
porting pupils  and  to  traffic  regulations  to  protect  children  when  they  are  boarding 


or  leaving  such  vehicles.  A  school  bus  licence  is  not  granted  unless  the  vehicle  has 
proper  exits  and  fixed  seating,  and  is  equipped  with  proper  signals.  All  traffic  is 
now  required  to  stop  when  overtaking  a  school  bus  stopped  to  load  or  unload 
pupils  on  a  highway,  except  in  a  built-up  area. 

The  number  of  pupils  who  were  transported  during  the  school  year  1955-56 
increased  ten  per  cent  over  the  previous  year.  The  cost  of  transportation  increased 
six  per  cent  and  the  approved  cost  increased  by  more  than  eight  per  cent.  There 
was  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  pupils  who  were  transported  to  secondary 
school  by  elementary  School  Boards.  This  is  a  result  of  further  extension  of  high 
school  districts. 

Elementary  School  Boards  transported  46,498  pupils  to  elementary  school 
and  5,743  to  secondary  school  at  a  cost  of  $17,834  per  day.f1). 

CURRICULUM 

In  1955,  the  Programme  of  Studies  for  Grades  1  to  6  of  the  Public  and 
Separate  Schools  was  reprinted  with  minor  revisions.  References  to  publications 
which  had  gone  out  of  use  were  removed;  more  up-to-date  references  were  added. 
For  courses  such  as  Art  and  Music,  Departmental  publications  issued  since  the  Pro- 
gramme of  Studies  first  appeared  have  given  more  extensive  treatment  to  topics 
dealt  with  at  that  time  in  the  introductions  to  the  courses.  In  such  cases  the  statements 
which  appeared  in  the  former  edition  were  modified  or  deleted.  The  provision  of 
new  text-books  to  replace  those  formerly  authorized  and  the  introduction  of  text- 
books for  some  courses  where  none  were  formerly  available  required  some  small 
corrections  in  the  text  of  the  programme.  The  changes,  however,  represented  no 
alteration  in  point  of  view  from  that  embodied  in  the  edition  of  1  94 1 . 

A  memorandum  (Curriculum:  8)  dealing  with  the  selection  of  text-books  in 
Social  Studies  was  published  in  pamphlet  form  and  circulated  to  all  teachers  of  the 
Junior  Division.  This  pamphlet  contained  suggestions  regarding  the  standards  that 
various  features  of  text-books  should  meet — text,  illustrations,  maps,  etc.  It  was 
designed  not  only  to  direct  the  attention  of  teachers  to  the  desired  qualities  of  a 
text-book  in  the  Social  Studies  but  to  indicate  to  authors  and  publishers  what  the 
Department  requires  in  such  books  before  approval  is  given. 

A  pamphlet  (Curriculum:  9)  dealing  with  supplementary  reading  and  the  use 
of  the  classroom  library  was  circulated  to  all  elementary  school  teachers.  The 
pamphlet  contained  a  list  of  about  45  recent  books  suitable  for  school  libraries. 
Most  of  these  books  were  written  by  Canadians,  about  Canadian  subjects,  and  are 
published  in  Canada.  This  pamphlet  was  intended  to  further  the  Departmental 
policy  of  giving  encouragement  to  Canadian  authors  by  drawing  the  attention  of 
teachers  to  good  books  of  Canadian  origin. 

Several  text-books  were  added  to  the  approved  list  (Circular  1 4).  Particularly 
noteworthy  are  a  series  of  readers  for  the  use  of  schools  in  which  French  is  a  subject 
of  instruction  with  the  approval  of  the  Minister. 

RAILWAY  CAR  SCHOOLS 

Six  railway  car  schools  took  educational  facilities  to  a  total  of  143  children  in 
Northern  Ontario  during  1955.  These  car  schools,  which  are  operated  by  the 
Department  of  Education  in  co-operation  with  the  railway  companies,  travelled 
along  routes  totalling  793  miles  of  track  and  made  regular  stops  at  24  locations  to 
meet  pupils.  Three  cars  are  on  the  Canadian  National  Railway,  two  are  on  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway  and  one  is  on  the  Ontario  Northland  Railway.

NEW  CONSTRUCTION 

From  1945  to  1955  inclusive,  new  elementary  school  accommodation  has 
been  provided  for  328,1  15  pupils  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $21  1,800,000.  During 
that  interval  the  increase  in  elementary  school  population  was  338,158  pupils.  In 
1955  new  accommodation  was  provided  for  63,000  pupils  at  an  estimated  cost  of 
$39,300,000.  This  is  the  greatest  amount  of  new  school  accommodation  to  be 
provided  in  any  year  in  Ontario.(2) 

EDUCATIONAL  CONFERENCES 

The  1955  short  course  sponsored  by  the  C.E. A. -Kellogg  Project  in  Educational 
Leadership  was  held  for  three  weeks  in  May,  1955,  at  the  University  of  Alberta  in 
Edmonton.  The  membership  was  almost  entirely  new,  but  the  organization  and 
programme  were  similar  to  those  for  the  1954  course.  The  courses  are  basically  a 
forum  for  co-operative  investigation  of  problems  of  concern  to  the  participants. 
Seventy-three  delegates  attended  the  course,  including  64  inspectors  and  local 
superintendents  from  across  Canada,  four  teachers,  two  trustees  and  three  others. 
Fourteen  inspectors  were  present  from  Ontario. 

During  the  summer  of  1  955,  a  second  workship  of  two  weeks'  duration  was 
held  at  Laval  University  in  Quebec  City.  Thirty-eight  delegates  attended  this  work 
conference,  of  whom  five  were  from  Ontario. 

In  June,  1955,  forty-four  representatives  of  twenty  Canadian  institutions  of 
higher  learning  and  the  Canadian  Education  Association  were  gathered  at  a  three- 
day  work  conference  in  conjunction  with  the  University  of  Toronto  meetings  of  the 
National  Conference  of  Canadian  Universities.  This  was  the  first  Canadian  Confer- 
ence of  Deans  of  Education  and  Professors  of  Educational  Administration  and 
Supervision.  Three  chief  needs  were  agreed  upon  at  the  conference: 

(1)  A  need  for  a  comparative  study  of  programmes  and  offerings  in  education  at 
Canadian  degree-granting  institutions,  with  special  reference  to  administration 
and  supervision. 

(2)  A  need  for  the  development  at  one  or  more  Canadian  universities  of  a  centre 
for  advanced  graduate  studies  specifically  in  the  field  of  educational  admin- 
istration and  supervision. 

(3)  A  need  for  greater  financial  aid  for  graduate  students  in  educational  admin- 
istration and  supervision. 

During  the  week  of  October  3,  1955,  the  Ontario  Department  of  Education 
with  the  assistance  of  the  C.E.A. -Kellogg  Project  organized  a  one-week  work  con- 
ference in  the  Department  for  newly-appointed  inspectors  who  had  assumed  their 
duties  throughout  the  Province  five  weeks  earlier.  In  the  judgment  of  the  partici- 
pants and  the  officials,  the  results  were  very  beneficial. 

Secondary  Education 

1.  SECONDARY  SCHOOLS 

ENROLMENT 

The  total  enrolment  of  pupils  in  Secondary  Schools  in  September  1955  was 
1 74,562.  By  courses  the  enrolments  were  as  follows:  General  1  3 1 ,236;  Commercial 
24,658;  Industrial  16,745;  Home  Economics,  1,385;  Art  538. 

The  total  number  of  full-time  teachers  in  the  Secondary  Schools  of  Ontario  on 
September  30,  1955  was  7,357,  an  increase  of  725  over  the  previous  year. 
Making  allowance  for  part-time  teachers,  the  teacher-pupil  ratio  in  September 
1955  was  23.43.  In  1954  it  was  23.94.

BUILDING  PROGRAMME 

In  1955  eighteen  new  secondary  schools  were  completed  at  an  estimated 
cost  of  $12,405,000  with  accommodation  for  9,290  pupils.  Additions  were  made 
to  thirty-eight  existing  buildings,  providing  space  for  5,460  pupils  and  costing 
approximately  $7,812,000. 

TRANSPORTATION 

Secondary  School  Boards  provided,  during  the  school  year  1955-56,  trans- 
portation for  45,520  pupils.  These  were  carried  on  1533  routes  with  a  total  daily 
mileage  of  69,470  at  a  cost  of  $2 1 ,2 1  8  per  day. 

Elementary  School  Boards  transported  5,743  pupils  to  secondary  schools. 
This  is  a  smaller  figure  than  last  year,  the  reduction  representing  the  assumption  of 
responsibility  for  transportation  by  newly  formed  High  School  District  Boards.(3) 

CURRICULUM 

New  Courses  of  study  in  Physical  Education,  the  Home  Economics  option  and 
the  Commercial  option  of  the  General  Course,  and  the  new  Industrial  Course  were 
introduced  in  September  1  955.  The  new  courses  for  Grade  1  3,  adopted  in  1  954, 
are  being  carefully  studied  to  determine  whether  further  adjustments  in  length  are 
necessary.  A  course  in  Geography  was  introduced  for  the  first  time  in  Grade  13. 
This  course  deals  with  the  geography  of  Canada  and  the  geographical  factors 
which  influence  the  development  of  the  Canadian  economy. 

GRANTS 

General  legislative  grants  to  academic  secondary  schools  in  the  fiscal  year 
1954-55  amounted  to  $16,526,926.  Grants  to  vocational  schools  in  the  same 
period  amounted  to  $3,120,183.  Under  the  Vocational  Schools  Assistance  Agree- 
ment an  amount  of  $597,500  was  received  from  the  Dominion  Government;  this  is 
the  fixed  maximum  payable  towards  maintenance  expenditures,  conditional  upon 
the  provincial  contributions  not  falling  below  that  figure. 

The  special  grant  paid  to  Boards  on  expenditures  for  approved  text-books 
for  pupils  in  Grades  9  and  1  0  has  enabled  schools  to  supply  some  of  the  necessary 
books  and  in  some  cases  to  provide  almost  all  the  books  required. 

In  addition  to  the  above  grants  a  special  grant  of  $4.00  per  pupil  of  average 
daily  attendance  was  paid  in  March  1955.  This  amounted  to  a  payment  of 
$438,060  to  academic  and  of  $  1 08,727  to  vocational  schools. 

2.  TECHNICAL  INSTITUTES 
LAKEHEAD  TECHNICAL  INSTITUTE 

The  Lakehead  Technical  Institute  was  established  in  Port  Arthur  in  1948.  The 
Technical  Division  offers  two-year  terminal  courses  with  extensive  field  training  in 
Forestry  and  Mining.  The  University  Division  offers  first-year  courses  in  Arts,  Applied 
Science,  Commerce,  Forestry,  Forest  Engineering,  and  Household  Science  from 
which  students  may  transfer  to  universities  of  their  choice. 

The  Special  Division  provides  night-school  courses  including  Industrial  and 
Cost  Accounting  and  Advanced  Technical  Courses. 

PROVINCIAL  INSTITUTE  OF  MINING 

In  May  1  955  thirty-four  students  completed  the  course  at  the  Provincial  Institute 
of  Mining  in  Haileybury,  bringing  the  total  number  of  graduates  for  its  ten  years  of 
operation  to  304.  The  September  1955  enrolment  was  98.

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In  providing  technical  personnel  for  engineering  and  survey  departments  of 
mines,  for  geological  staffs,  and  for  mine,  mill,  and  smelter  laboratories,  the  Institute 
continues  to  assist  in  the  expansion  of  the  mining  industry  in  Canada. 

PROVINCIAL  INSTITUTE  OF  TEXTILES 

In  June  1955  the  Provincial  Institute  of  Textiles  in  Hamilton  graduated  its 
sixth  class.  Once  again  the  demand  of  industry  for  graduates  was  in  excess  of  the 
supply. 

In  September  the  Institute  reopened  with  a  day-school  enrolment  of  twenty 
full-time  students.  During  the  year  there  were  95  students  taking  part-time  and 
short  unit  courses.  The  unit  courses  varied  from  a  week  to  eight  weeks  in  duration. 
The  part-time  courses  were  a  half-day  a  week  for  ten  weeks.  This  phase  of 
the  Institute's  work  was  greatly  increased  this  year.  The  usual  evening  classes 
were  operated  with  an  enrolment  of  50  students,  coming  from  sixteen  companies 
within  a  50-mile  radius  of  Hamilton. 

The  textile  industry's  generous  support  of  the  Institute  through  contributions  of 
machinery  and  raw  materials,  and  the  provision  of  scholarships,  bursaries,  and 
sponsorships  has  been  maintained. 

PROVINCIAL  INSTITUTE  OF  TRADES 

The  Provincial  Institute  of  Trades  exists  primarily  to  train  apprentices  in  trades 
designated  by  the  Department  of  Labour  under  the  Apprenticeship  Act.  The  enrol- 
ment of  apprentices  in  the  past  year  was  2,156.  In  addition  courses  are  provided 
for  R.C.A.F.  personnel,  and  for  diploma  course  students  in  non-designated  trades. 
There  were  169  R.C.A.F.  and  139  Diploma  Course  students,  as  well  as  1,391 
evening  class  students. 

New  courses  included  Barbering,  Welding,  Diesel  Mechanics,  and  Instrumenta- 
tion. 

RYERSON  INSTITUTE  OF  TECHNOLOGY 

The  registration  of  the  Ryerson  Institute  of  Technology  in  Toronto  was  1 ,634  in 
September  1  954.  Forty  percent  of  its  students  came  from  the  Toronto  Metropolitan 
Area  and  10  per  cent  from  other  provinces  of  Canada.  The  evening  school  enrol- 
ment increased  to  5,339.  The  demand  for  graduates  exceeds  the  supply. 

Ryerson  Institute  fills  a  unique  place  in  supplying  courses  not  given  in  other 
institutions  in  Canada.  A  continuous  effort  is  made,  with  the  assistance  of  Advisory 
Committees,  to  keep  all  courses  up-to-date  with  industrial  practices. 

Professional  Training 

TEACHERS'  COLLEGE  ENROLMENT 

The  trend  towards  increased  enrolment  in  the  eight  Teachers'  Colleges  con- 
tinued during  1  955,  with  a  total  of  3,1  39  student  teachers  registering  in  the  autumn 
term.  When  this  number  is  compared  with  the  enrolment  of  1,019  ten  years  ago, 
and  of  1,703  five  years  ago,  the  extent  of  the  increase  becomes  apparent.  While 
401  of  the  1  955-56  enrolment  were  in  the  first  year  of  the  Two-year  Course,  and 
thus  not  candidates  for  certification  for  another  year,  the  remaining  2,738  students 
constituted  a  substantial  group. 

At  the  Ontario  College  of  Education,  422  students  were  enrolled  in  courses 
leading  to  the  High  School  Assistant's,  Library,  Home  Economics,  Vocational,  and 
Industrial  Arts  certificates.  This  figure  was  96  below  that  of  the  previous  year.(4)

TEACHER  SUPPLY 


The  supply  of  teachers  for  elementary  schools  was  below  the  number  required 
in  the  year  under  review,  although  the  increased  flow  from  the  Teachers'  Colleges 
and  the  operation  of  the  In-Service  Course  (consisting  of  two  Pre-Teachers'-College 
Summer  Courses,  each  followed  by  a  year  of  successful  teaching  and  a  one-year 
Completing  Course  at  a  Teachers'  College)  helped  to  meet  the  need.  Further  assist- 
ance came  from  teachers  coming  to  Ontario  from  other  provinces  in  Canada,  from 
the  British  Isles,  or  from  other  countries  in  the  Commonwealth.  In  all  629  Letters  of 
Standing  were  granted  to  such  teachers  in  the  school-year  1  954-55.  The  number  of 
Letters  of  Permission  issued  to  Boards  of  Trustees  on  behalf  of  uncertificated  teach- 
ers totalled  817  by  December  30,  1955,  for  the  school-year  1955-56.  Of  these, 
506  were  on  behalf  of  teachers  with  some  professional  training. 

Because  of  increased  enrolment  in  secondary  schools,  the  supply  of  teachers 
for  these  institutions  was  also  below  the  number  required.  An  emergency  training 
course  was  established  in  the  summer  of  1  955  to  increase  this  supply.  The  plan  com- 
prises two  summer  courses,  the  first  of  ten  weeks  given  in  1  955  and  the  second  of 
five  weeks'  duration  to  be  given  in  1  956.  Candidates  who  complete  these  two 
courses  and  teach  successfully  during  the  intervening  year  will  be  granted  the  High 
School  Assistant's  Certificate,  Type  B,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  principal  and 
the  secondary  school  inspector  concerned.  A  condition  of  enrolment  is  that  the  ap- 
plicant must  have  signed  a  contract  with  a  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  ensuing  school 
year  for  a  position  which  has  been  advertised  after  April  1st  and  for  which  no  fully 
qualified  teacher  has  applied.  The  enrolment  at  the  first  summer  course  in  1  955  was 
418.  All  these  students  were  university  graduates  and  250  had  had  some  previous 
teaching  experience.  Many  had  taken  Honour  courses  in  University  and  may 
proceed  to  obtain  Specialist  qualifications  in  their  special  fields  in  future  years. 
Others  had  had  valuable  experience  in  business  or  industry. 

For  the  school  year  1955-56,  Letters  of  Permission  were  issued  to  secondary 
school  Boards  for  the  employment  of  307  uncertificated  teachers  by  January  16, 
1956.  In  addition,  35  secondary  school  Letters  of  Standing  were  granted  to  teach- 
ers holding  certificates  obtained  in  other  provinces  or  in  other  countries  of  the 
Commonwealth. 


NEW  BUILDINGS 

The  new  building  of  the  Toronto  Teachers'  College,  951  Carlaw  Ave.,  Toronto 
6,  opened  for  use  in  September,  1955.  Its  hollow  rectangular  design,  its  spacious 
court  and  abundance  of  glass  give  the  school  a  bright  and  airy  atmosphere,  and 
its  furnishings  and  interior  decoration  reflect  the  contemporary  style  of  the  architec- 
ture. In  addition  to  regular  classrooms,  the  building  provides  a  double  gymnasium, 
an  auditorium,  library,  medical  centre,  rooms  for  instruction  in  industrial  arts  and 
home  economics,  and  common  rooms  for  students  and  staff.  Because  of  the  number 
of  students  in  attendance,  some  classes  continued  to  be  held  in  the  building  pre- 
viously occupied  by  the  College  on  the  same  campus. 

Plans  were  completed  during  the  year  for  a  new  building  for  the  Hamilton 
Teachers'  College,  to  be  erected  on  a  site  adjacent  to  McMaster  University.  This 
College  has  been  operating  in  temporary  quarters  since  the  destruction  of  its 
former  building  by  fire  in  1953.  A  new  building  is  also  proposed  for  London 
Teachers'  College,  and  a  site  adjacent  to  the  University  of  Western  Ontario  was 
obtained  for  this  purpose  in  the  year  under  review. 

Schools  Attended  by  French- 
speaking  Pupils 

TEACHER   SUPPLY 

In  1954-55  there  were  183  teachers-in-training  at  the  University  of  Ottawa 
Teachers'  College,  28  of  whom  were  enrolled  in  the  First  Class  course  and  1  52  in  the 


Second  Class  course.  Of  these,  27  students  were  awarded  First  Class  Certificates 
and  1  29  obtained  Second  Class  Certificates. 

There  were  2,103  French-speaking  teachers  employed  in  the  elementary 
schools  and  of  this  number  1,780  or  83  per  cent  held  First  or  Second  Class  Certifi- 
cates. 

SECONDARY  SCHOOL  ENROLMENT 

In  December  1955  the  total  enrolment  of  French-speaking  pupils  taking  ad- 
vanced French  courses  in  secondary  schools  of  the  provincial  system  was  3,326.(5) 

There  were  in  addition  2,181  French-speaking  pupils  enrolled  in  Grade  9  and 
10  classes  of  elementary  schools  and  3,528  students  attending  inspected  private 
secondary  schools. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL  ENROLMENT 

In  June  1955  there  were  65,299  French-speaking  pupils  enrolled  in  separate 
and  public  elementary  schools,  an  increase  of  1,816  over  the  preceding  year.(6) 

CORRESPONDENCE  COURSES 

Correspondence  courses  for  French-speaking  pupils  for  all  grades  from  1  to  8 
have  been  available  since  1 946.  A  revision  of  the  courses  for  the  Primary  and  Jun- 
ior divisions  (Grades  1  to  6)  was  completed  during  the  year.  Enrolment  figures  are 
shown  in  Part  II  of  this  report.(7) 

Agriculture 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

Agriculture  is  an  optional  subject  for  elementary  schools.  No  separate  course  of 
study  is  provided,  but  agricultural  topics  are  included  in  the  Natural  Science  and 
Science  courses  outlined  in  the  Programme  of  Studies  for  Grades  1  to  6  and  in 
Circular  Curriculum  I  1.  for  the  Intermediate  Division. 

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS 

Instruction  in  Agriculture  is  provided  in  secondary  schools  in  two  ways.  Courses 
in  Agricultural  Science  may  be  given  as  alternatives  to  General  Science,  Physics  and 
Chemistry  in  Grades  9  to  12.  These  courses  are  given  in  125  schools  in  Grades  9 
to  1  2  and  in  33  schools  in  Grades  9  and  1  0  only.  There  are  57  schools  in  which  only 
this  Agricultural  Science  option  is  taught. 

The  other  provision  for  agricultural  instruction  is  the  creation  of  a  Department 
of  Agriculture  in  a  school  and  the  organization  of  a  two-year  course  for  Grades  9 
and  10  which  includes  Agriculture  and  Shop  Work  for  boys  and  Home  Economics 
for  girls.  There  are  now  101  schools  with  Departments  of  Agriculture. (8) 

The  total  number  of  pupils  taking  Agricultural  Science  in  1955  was  48,592 
and  taking  Agriculture  9,962.  There  were  14,108  pupils  carrying  on  home  projects 
in  connection  with  their  school  work. 

TEACHER  SUPPLY 

Instruction  in  agricultural  topics  is  included  as  a  part  of  the  Science  course  in 
Teachers'  Colleges,  and  teachers-in-training  who  took  the  Agricultural  Science 
option  in  their  secondary  school  course  may  qualify  for  an  Interim  Elementary 
Agriculture  Certificate.

Graduates  of  the  Ontario  Agricultural  College  who  have  taken  teacher  train- 
ing at  the  Ontario  College  of  Education,  and  teachers  who  have  taken  qualifying 
summer  courses  in  agriculture  make  up  the  majority  of  teachers  of  agriculture  in 
secondary  schools.!9) 

PRACTICAL  WORK 

Besides  the  regular  classroom  and  laboratory  work  most  schools  provide 
gardening  or  home  projects.  In  addition  many  schools  are  equipped  with  poultry 
houses,  colonies  of  bees  and  other  special  facilities  for  practical  work. 

Art 

RESEARCH  AND  PUBLICATIONS 

The  Department  of  Education  now  provides  six  booklets  on  art  education  for 
teachers  in  all  types  of  schools.  These  booklets  continue  to  be  in  heavy  demand 
throughout  the  Province  and  elsewhere. 

Saturday  morning  classes  conducted  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  work  of 
children  with  outstanding  ability  in  art  were  again  held  at  the  Ryerson  Institute  of 
Technology  from  October  to  March.  Ninety  children  of  this  description  were  in 
regular  attendance  at  the  classes  and  received  instruction  from  a  staff  of  three 
highly  competent  art  teachers. 

SUPERVISION  AND  TRAINING 

Several  workshops  in  art  were  held  in  various  centres  throughout  the  Province 
and  large  numbers  of  teachers  attended.  Many  enthusiastic  teachers  again  took  ad- 
vantage of  the  summer  courses  in  art.  Teachers  who  have  previously  attended  the 
courses  may  select  a  programme  of  studies  in  line  with  their  own  special  interests. 


Audio-visual  Education 


SCHOOL  BROADCASTS 

A  programme  of  one  hundred  and  ten  Ontario  School  Broadcasts  covering 
eighteen  different  school  subjects  was  prepared  for  use  in  the  elementary  and 
secondary  schools  of  the  Province.  Through  the  courtesy  of  the  British  School 
Broadcasting  System,  twenty-nine  of  its  broadcasts  were  made  available  to  our 
schools.  All  broadcasts  were  presented  in  co-operation  with  the  Canadian  Broad- 
casting Corporation  over  a  network  of  twenty-seven  radio  stations. 

Radio  manuals  outlining  the  broadcasts  were  distributed  to  all  Ontario  teach- 
ers in  September.  Two  evaluation  surveys  to  test  the  effectiveness  of  the  broadcasts 
were  conducted. 

Ontario  elementary  schools  have  6,504  classrooms  served  by  central  sound 
systems,  and  8,333  schools  reported  the  ownership  of  school  radios. 

FILM  SERVICE 

Films  from  the  Visual  Education  Branch  were  shown  on  153,921  occasions  to  a 
total  school  audience  of  8,003,891  during  the  school  year.  This  Branch  acts  as  a 
film-lending  agency  and  has  a  total  of  985  film  titles,  with  8,397  prints  of  sound 
films  available  for  distribution. 

A  summer  course  in  Audio-Visual  Education  offered  teachers  an  opportunity  to 
improve  their  professional  training  in  Audio-Visual  techniques.

Auxiliary  Education 


Auxiliary  Education  services  are  provided  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  the 
socially,  physically  or  educationally  handicapped  children.  Information,  specialized 
knowledge,  and  guidance  that  may  be  helpful  in  modifying  or  supplementing  the 
regular  school  programme  is  made  available  to  local  school  officials.  Advisory  and 
consultant  services  are  available  for  this  purpose,  but  the  organization  and  inspec- 
tion of  special  auxiliary  classes  are  now  the  concern  of  local  authorities  and  in- 
spectors. 

SERVICES 

Outside  the  auxiliary  classes  and  units  established  in  the  schools  of  the 
Province  there  are  several  classes  of  persons  for  whose  education  special  provision 
must  be  made.  Financial  assistance  is  provided  for  the  education  of  physically 
handicapped  individuals  including  the  deaf-blind,  the  partially-sighted,  the 
cerebral-palsied,  the  brain-injured,  the  paraplegic,  and  certain  patients  in  sana- 
toria and  hospitals,  through  correspondence  courses,  private  tuition  and  special 
classes.  A  lending  library  of  text-books  printed  in  large  type  is  maintained  to  assist 
pupils  with  limited  vision. (10) 

RETARDED  CHILDREN 

Under  the  authority  of  The  Department  of  Education  Act  and  its  regulations, 
assistance  was  provided  toward  the  cost  of  education  of  children  under  eighteen 
years  of  age,  whose  mental  capacity  is  incapable  of  developing  beyond  that  of  a 
child  of  normal  mentality  of  eight  years  of  age. 

In  December,  1955,  classes  were  being  held  by  parents'  groups,  affiliated 
with  the  Ontario  Association  for  Retarded  Children  in  thirty-seven  centres — Barrie, 
Brantford,  Burlington,  Chatham,  Cooksville,  Fort  William,  Gait,  Guelph,  Hamilton, 
Kingston,  Kirkland  Lake,  Kitchener,  London,  Meaford,  Milton,  Newmarket,  Niagara 
Falls,  North  Bay,  Oakville,  Orangeville,  Oshawa,  Owen  Sound,  Peterborough, 
Petrolia,  Porcupine,  St.  Catharines,  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  Simcoe,  Sudbury,  Tillsonburg, 
Thornhill,  Toronto,  Wallaceburg,  Welland,  Windsor,  Woodstock,  York  Township. 

In  the  year  1955  the  number  of  parents'  groups  to  which  grants  were  paid 
increased  from  twenty-four  to  thirty-seven.  The  number  of  pupils  enrolled  increased 
from  560  to  approximately  900. 

TEACHER  TRAINING 

Teachers  for  special  classes  who  have  had  at  least  two  years  of  regular 
classroom  experience  are  trained  in  summer  courses  leading  to  Elementary,  Inter- 
mediate, Supervisor's,  and  Specialist's  Certificates.  In  1 955  two  hundred  and  fifty- 
five  teachers  attended  these  courses. 

To  assist  the  Ontario  Association  for  Retarded  Children  the  Department  of 
Education  provided  a  summer  course  of  two  weeks  duration  for  teachers  and  pros- 
pective teachers  of  classes  conducted  by  parent  groups  affiliated  with  the  Associa- 
tion. The  course  was  held  at  Hamilton  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  H.  E.  Amoss. 

Correspondence  Courses 

COURSES 

Courses  provided  by  the  Department  of  Education  for  persons  unable  to 
attend  schools  include  academic  subjects  for  all  the  grades,  1  to  1  3,  and  some  trade

courses.  During  1  955  the  first  units  of  courses  in  Automotive  Mechanics,  Carpentry, 
Machine  Shop  Practice,  and  Radio  Theory  and  Practice  were  prepared  and  dis- 
tributed and  work  was  begun  on  the  preparation  of  second-year  units.  Bilingual 
courses  for  Grades  7  and  8  and  some  of  the  other  academic  courses  are  in  process 
of  revision.  All  courses  are  prepared  by  active  teachers.  All  the  academic  courses 
are  free  to  residents  of  Ontario. 

ENROLMENT 

The  active  enrolment  in  elementary  school  courses  on  December  31,  1955 
was  764,  which  included  55  in  bilingual  courses  and  155  adults.  At  the  same  date 
there  were  1525  persons  enrolled  in  academic  courses  at  the  secondary  school 
level  and  74  in  trade  courses.  Some  64,000  lessons  were  marked  during  the 
school  year  1954-55.(n) 

Most  of  the  students  were  residents  of  Ontario  or  residents  temporarily  living 
in  other  provinces  or  abroad.  Courses  were  also  supplied  to  patients  in  sanatoria 
and  to  inmates  of  penitentiaries,  reformatories,  or  training  schools. 

Examinations  and  Scholarships 

DEPARTMENTAL  EXAMINATIONS 

Statistics  showing  the  results  of  the  Grade  1  3  and  the  Teachers'  College 
examinations,  as  well  as  the  number  of  Intermediate  Certificates,  Secondary 
School  Graduation  Diplomas,  and  Secondary  School  Honour  Graduation  Diplomas, 
will  be  found  on  Pages  42-43,  and  115-117. 

STUDENT   AID 

(a)  Dominion-Provincial  Student-Aid  Bursaries 

In  1943  a  programme  of  financial  assistance  was  inaugurated  in  Ontario  for 
students  of  adequate  ability  who,  because  of  the  lack  of  sufficient  funds,  would 
have  been  unable  to  complete  their  education.  Since  1  944  the  Province  of  Ontario, 
under  an  agreement  with  the  Dominion  Government,  has,  through  the  Dominion- 
Provincial  Student-Aid  Bursary  Programme,  made  14,536  awards  of  a  total  value 
of  $2,997,324.75.  The  number  and  value  of  awards  have  increased  each  year, 
and  this  year  has  been  no  exception.  In  the  school  year  1955-56  a  total  of 
$415,090.75,  of  which  $100,000  was  contributed  by  the  Dominion  Government, 
was  divided  among  1,667  students  who  otherwise  would  not  have  been  able  to 
continue  their  education. 

(b)  Transportation  Assistance 

The  transportation  subsidies  provided  by  the  Department  of  Education  for 
persons  who  reside  in  the  territorial  districts  and  are  enrolled  in  an  eligible  institu- 
tion of  university  rank  have  now  been  in  operation  for  nine  years.  In  1955  the  sum 
of  $  1  2,988.25  was  paid  to  602  students,  of  whom  399  reside  east  and  203  west  of 
Sault  Ste.  Marie. 

(c)  Scholarships  for  Study  Outside  Ontario. 

Each  year  the  sum  of  $6000  is  available  from  the  Consolidated  Revenue  Fund 
to  provide  four  scholarships  to  residents  of  Ontario  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
them  to  carry  on  post-graduate  study  outside  Ontario. 

For  the  school  year  1955-56  the  holders  of  these  scholarships  were  Miss 
Marjorie  Fox,  Collegiate  Institute  and  Vocational  School,  Brantford;  Mr.  B.  L. 
Elliott,  Bathurst  Heights  Collegiate  Institute  and  Vocational  School,  Township  of 
North  York;  Mr.  James  R.  T.  Sheehy,  High  School,  Ridgetown;  and  Mr.  R.  H.  Macklem, 
Public  School  Inspector,  Belleville.

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TEACHER   EXCHANGE 

For  the  school  year  1955-56,  sixteen  Ontario  teachers  were  on  exchange, 
fifteen  in  the  British  Isles  and  one  in  British  Columbia.  From  the  beginning  of  the 
exchange  scheme,  the  Ontario  Department  of  Education  dealt  directly  with  the 
League  of  the  Commonwealth  and  Empire  in  England  in  the  making  of  arrange- 
ments for  exchange. 

Commencing  with  the  exchanges  for  1956-57,  Ontario  has  joined  the  other 
provinces  in  having  exchanges  arranged  through  the  offices  of  the  Canadian 
Education  Association. 

Guidance 

SERVICES 

Guidance  is  now  generally  accepted  as  part  of  the  educational  programme, 
and  most  schools  make  provision  for  individual  and  group  counselling  and  for  a 
pupil  placement  service.  The  need  for  pupil  record  files  for  guidance  purposes  led 
to  the  introduction  of  a  school  record  system,  revised  in  1  955,  which  has  improved 
the  keeping  of  official  school  records. 

TRAINING 

Summer  courses  provided  training  for  145  teachers  in  Guidance.  A  refresher 
course  was  also  held  in  1955  for  holders  of  specialist's  certificates.  Short  training 
courses  for  teachers  in  service  have  been  held  in  twelve  centres  throughout  the 
province,  and  more  than  six  hundred  teachers,  both  elementary  and  secondary, 
attended. 

RADIO  BROADCASTS 

A  series  of  six  programmes  with  the  general  theme  "Planning  for  Tomorrow" 
was  presented  during  the  fall  term  as  part  of  the  regular  Department  of  Education 
Broadcasting  programme. 

Music 

MUSIC  INSTRUCTION 

Courses  in  Music  under  qualified  music  teachers  were  provided  in  more  than 
80%  of  the  elementary  schools  of  the  Province. (12)  Music  was  also  taught  in  359 
secondary  schools.  There  were  302  school  choirs,  98  bands  and  88  orchestras  in 
these  schools,  and  31  operas  were  performed  during  the  year(13).  Music  festivals, 
competitive  and  non-competitive,  were  held  in  1  25  centres  with  more  than  50,000 
pupils  participating. 

TEACHER  TRAINING 

There  were  885  certificated  teachers  and  supervisors  engaged  in  the  elemen- 
tary schools  and  276  in  the  secondary  schools  of  the  Province  during  the  school  year 
1955-56.  Music  is  taught  in  all  the  Teachers'  Colleges,  and  there  was  an  enrolment 
of  545  teachers  at  the  summer  courses  in  Music  in  1  955. 

MUSIC  OPTION 

Music  is  an  optional  subject  in  secondary  schools,  and  pupils  may  obtain 
standing  either  through  the  regular  school  course  or  by  presenting  the  certificates  of 
certain  accredited  examining  bodies.  In  1955,  Grade  12  standing  was  attained  by 
1282  pupils.  Credit  in  Music  toward  a  Secondary  School  Honour  Graduation 
Diploma  was  obtained  by  1  1 9  pupils  who  tried  the  Departmental  Grade  13 
examinations  and  by  558  pupils  who  presented  equivalent  certificates.

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RADIO 


Twenty-five  Music  broadcasts  were  presented  in  four  series  during  January, 
February  and  March.  "Primary  School  Music",  five  15-minute  programmes  for 
Grades  1  to  3;  "Junior  School  Music",  five  programmes  for  Grades  4  to  6;  "Music 
for  Young  Folk",  ten  30-minute  programmes  for  Grades  7  to  10;  and  "Ontario 
Sings",  five  15-minute  programmes  for  Grades  5  to  8  were  broadcast  with  com- 
mentary prepared  and  given  in  each  case  by  the  Director  of  Music  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education. 

CONCERTS 

The  concert  series  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Education  for  nine  years 
was  continued.  Altogether  1040  concerts  have  been  provided  in  smaller  com- 
munities throughout  the  province,  and  283  young  artists  have  been  assisted  in  the 
beginnings  of  their  professional  careers.  In  1  954-55,  78  artists  gave  94  concerts  in 
29  towns. 

School  Attendance 

COMPULSORY  SCHOOL  AGE 

Children  who  are  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  first  school  day  in  Septem- 
ber are  required  to  attend  school  from  that  date  until  the  last  school  day  in  June  of 
the  calendar  year  in  which  they  attain  the  age  of  sixteen  years. (u) 

Where  the  need  is  urgent  a  child  may  be  granted  a  home  permit  or  an 
employment  certificate,  covering  a  period  of  not  more  than  six  weeks  in  a  term  if  the 
child  is  under  fourteen  years  of  age. 

EMPLOYMENT 

The  number  of  home  permits  issued  during  the  year  1955  was  1,492,  an  in- 
crease of  212  over  1954.  The  number  of  employment  certificates  issued  was 
4,295,  an  increase  of  971  over  1954. 

The  increase  in  both  home  permits  and  employment  certificates  is  probably 
attributable  to  several  causes — increased  enrolment,  and  the  large  number  of 
requests  for  permission  from  pupils  who  attained  the  age  of  sixteen  before  the 
end  of  the  school  term  in  June  1  955,  coincident  with  increased  opportunities  for 
employment. 

Physical  and  Health  Education 

SCHOOL  PROGRAMME 

The  improvement  of  teaching  is  a  matter  of  concern  to  teachers  of  Physical 
Education.  Besides  the  summer  schools  provided  for  this  purpose  by  the  Department 
of  Education,  the  teachers  themselves  are  organizing  courses  during  the  school 
year.  Weekend  courses  and  night  school  classes  for  helping  inexperienced  teachers 
have  been  organized.  There  have  also  been  a  number  of  conferences  on  the 
planning  of  courses  and  the  development  of  more  effective  supervision. 

CAMP   PROGRAMME 

ONTARIO   ATHLETIC  LEADERSHIP  CAMP 

Four  hundred  and  forty  boys  and  girls  were  selected  from  the  secondary 
schools  of  the  Province  on  the  basis  of  high  academic  standing,  membership  on  a 
school  team,  and  service  in  a  school  organization,  to  attend  a  two-week  leadership

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course.  These  potential  leaders  were  given  a  wide  variety  of  athletic  and  camp 
activities  to  fit  them  for  service  to  their  school  and  community. 

ONTARIO  CAMP  LEADERSHIP  CENTRE 

Two  hundred  and  ten  boys  and  girls  selected  by  non-profit  camps  were  given 
leadership  courses  of  three  weeks'  duration,  fitting  them  for  service  as  counsellors 
in  camps  sponsoring  them.  The  three-thousand-acre  site  of  this  camp  offered  excel- 
lent opportunities  for  training  in  nature  lore,  camp  craft,  water  safety  and  the 
planning  of  camp  activities. 

Grants  are  paid  to  more  than  350  non-profit  camps  in  Ontario.  The  amount 
distributed  is  in  excess  of  $40,000. 


Community  Programmes 

SERVICES 

Communities  are  assisted  in  the  organization  of  programmes  of  recreation 
and  adult  education  by  the  Community  Programmes  Branch  of  the  Department  of 
Education,  which  works  in  co-operation  with  municipal  Recreation  Committees, 
School  Boards,  provincial  and  community  organizations  and  other  interested 
bodies.  Field  representatives  acting  as  consultants  for  their  areas  are  stationed  at 
Fort  William,  North  Bay,  Ottawa,  Belleville,  Toronto,  Oakville,  Hamilton,  London 
and  Hanover.  Special  advisers  on  the  central  staff  are  available  to  give  assistance 
in  Art,  Crafts,  Recreational  Facilities,  Social  Recreation,  Gerontology,  Puppetry,  and 
Rural  Projects.  Loan  services  are  provided  for  films,  dramatic  scripts,  musical  scores, 
and  reference  books. 

GRANTS 

In  1955  there  were  238  municipalities  with  organized  programmes  and  74 
communities  employing  full-time  Recreation  Directors.  Ten  local  museums  were 
associated  with  the  Recreation  programme.  Grants,  as  provided  by  the  Regulations 
were  paid  to  129  Municipal  Councils,  to  the  amount  of  $313,064. 

LEADERSHIP  TRAINING 

Summer  courses  for  training  instructors  in  Art,  Crafts,  and  Drama  were  held  in 
Guelph  and  Peterborough.  These  classes  were  attended  by  1  1 2  persons.  Courses 
which  trained  758  playground  supervisors  were  held  at  eleven  centres  through  the 
Province.  In  addition,  training  for  Nature  Study  leaders,  and  for  Community 
Leaders  was  provided  and,  in  co-operation  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
rural  leadership  forums  were  conducted  in  several  counties. 

CITIZENSHIP  EDUCATION 

The  work  with  newcomers  to  Canada  is  one  of  the  most  important  functions  of 
the  Community  Programmes  Branch.  Classes  in  English  and  in  the  government, 
history,  and  geography  of  Canada  are  assisted.  In  1955  there  were  637  classes 
operated  by  School  Boards,  162  classes  operated  by  voluntary  associations  and 
36  classes  operated  by  the  Community  Programmes  Branch,  in  which  17,549 
persons  received  instruction.  Projects  and  activities  relative  to  the  integration  of  new 
citizens  into  Canadian  ways  are  also  encouraged. 

CO-OPERATION 

The  Community  Programmes  Branch  works  in  co-operation  with  many  other 
agencies:  The  Canadian  Association  for  Adult  Education;  The  Citizenship  Branch  of 
the  Department  of  Citizenship  and  Immigration;  Ontario  Federation  of  Home  and 
School  Associations;  University  Extension  departments;  the  Folk  School  Council;  the 
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Ontario  Department  of  Agriculture;  the  Ontario  Department  of  Public  Welfare;  the 
Ontario  Association  of  Film  Councils;  the  Ontario  Recreation  Association;  the 
Federation  of  Ontario  Naturalists;  the  Museum  Association;  Ontario  Tuberculosis 
Association;  and  various  sports  associations. 

Public  Libraries 

BUILDINGS 

The  erection  of  new  buildings  and  the  reconstruction  of  old  ones  is  an  indication 
of  healthy  development  of  public  library  service  in  the  Province.  No  compulsion  is 
placed  upon  municipalities  to  improve  their  facilities,  and  Councils  have  acted 
willingly  in  the  recommendations  of  Library  Boards. 

New  buildings  were  opened  during  1955  in  Oakwood,  Norland,  Newmarket, 
Byron,  Riverside,  and  Etobicoke.  Buildings  have  been  remodelled  for  library  pur- 
poses in  Cornwall,  Oakville,  Dunnville,  King  City,  Bradford,  and  Thornhill.  The 
library  buildings  in  Niagara  Falls  and  Sudbury  have  been  enlarged,  and  the 
county  libraries  in  Huron  and  Simcoe  are  now  located  in  their  own  quarters  in  the 
new  county  buildings. 


SERVICES 


At  the  end  of  1955  there  were  251  public  libraries,  231  library  associations, 
51  branch  libraries  and  14  county  or  district  libraries.  There  are  now  24  book- 
mobiles in  operation.  The  population  served  by  all  these  agencies  is  about 
3,300,000.  The  total  cost  of  operation  was  $4,783,000,  of  which  $825,000  was 
spent  on  books.  The  total  circulation  of  books  in  1954  was  1  8, 000,0001' 5) 

GRANTS 

Legislative  grants  to  all  libraries  amounted  to  $865,000.  The  average  public 
library  tax  rate  was  82  cents  per  capita  in  1954,  and  the  per  capita  expenditure 
for  that  part  of  the  population  served  by  tax  supported  libraries  was  $1.45. 

TRAVELLING  LIBRARIES 

This  service  distributed  1,484  cases  of  books  in  1955.  Improved  local  library 
service  may  be  responsible  for  the  slight  decrease.  An  arrangement  has  been  made 
with  the  Frontier  College  to  extend  the  travelling  library  service  to  the  lumber  and 
construction  camps  in  which  the  College  is  active. 

Public  Records  and  Archives 

MANUSCRIPT  DIVISION 

Government  Records — An  examination  was  made  of  a  large  number  of 
records  in  the  following  government  departments:  Lands  and  Forests,  Treasury, 
Labour,  Education.  From  the  Department  of  Labour  a  number  of  valuable  records 
covering  in  general  the  period  1930-1950  were  received  from  the  offices  of  the 
Minister,  the  Deputy  Minister,  the  Senior  Investigator,  the  Chief  Conciliation 
Officer,  the  Factory  Inspection  Branch,  and  the  Industry  and  Labour  Board.  From  the 
Department  of  Education  (Community  Programmes  Branch)  records  were  received, 
and  also  from  the  Attorney  General's  Department  (miscellaneous  records  of  the 
Official  Guardian's  Office).  In  all,  twenty-eight  agreements  for  the  transfer  or 
other  disposal  of  records  in  various  departments  were  made  during  the  year.

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Inventories  of  the  correspondence  of  Prime  Ministers  Drury  and  Ferguson 
(including  a  complete  list  of  file  titles)  were  completed.  The  task  of  processing  the 
records  of  the  old  Crown  Lands  Department  and  the  Department  of  Labour  has 
been  continued,  with  the  intention  of  compiling  inventories. 

A  special  effort  was  made  to  acquire  municipal  records,  and  some  most 
valuable  early  records  of  the  old  Newcastle  District  (Northumberland,  Durham, 
Peterborough,  and  Victoria  Counties)  were  examined  and  either  microfilmed  or 
acquired.  These  included  census  and  assessment  rolls  from  1802-1870,  Quarter 
Sessions  records,  registers  of  licences  for  taverns,  etc.  Other  records  were  acquired 
from  the  Prince  Edward  and  Victoria  (Hastings  County)  Districts.  A  survey  was 
made  of  the  municipal  records  of  several  counties,  chiefly  in  South-western 
Ontario. 

A  most  valuable  acquisition  was  a  microfilm  copy  of  the  following  records  in 
the  Public  Archives  of  Canada:  State  and  Land  Minute  Books  of  the  Executive 
Councils  of  Upper  Canada  and  the  Province  of  Canada,  1787-1867  and  dis- 
patches from  the  Colonial  Office  to  the  Governors,  1796-1866.  By  this  use  of 
microfilm  we  have  acquired  reproductions  of  a  very  large  number  of  records  of 
primary  importance  to  historians.  Arrangements  have  been  made  to  acquire 
further  copies  of  records  from  Ottawa. 

Microfilm  and  photostat  copies  were  made  from  originals  in  the  Peterborough 
Public  Library  of  the  Peter  Robinson  papers  relating  to  the  settlements  in  the 
Bathurst  District  and  Peterborough  County. 

A  number  of  other  smaller  collections  and  individual  manuscripts  were 
received.  These  included  the  following:

THE  LIBRARY 

The  books,  pamphlets,  and  government  publications  received  during  the  year 
have  been  catalogued.  A  collection  of  hitherto  uncatalogued  railway  and  steam- 
ship material  has  been  organized  and  catalogued.  This  collection  contains  a  good 
deal  of  rare  material. 

NEWSPAPER   DIVISION 

During  the  year,  work  continued  on  a  card  catalogue  for  newspapers,  which, 
although  not  entirely  completed,  is  now  in  use.  Gifts  of  newspapers  were  received, 
and  additions  were  made  to  the  newspapers  on  microfilm,  including  early  news- 
papers of  the  Niagara,  St.  Thomas,  and  Windsor  areas. 

MAPS   AND   PICTURES  DIVISION 

Several  important  maps  were  acquired  during  the  year:  four  county  "Tre- 
maine"  maps,  maps  of  Haldimand  County  ( 1  855)  by  Owen,  and  of  Essex  ( 1  877)  by 
Walling.  Dr.  A.  E.  MacDonald  kindly  allowed  photostats  to  be  made  of  a  large 
number  he  had  acquired.  The  usual  current  maps  were  received  and  catalogued. 

Only  a  few  pictures  were  added  to  our  collection  in  1955. 
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Trade  Schools 

REGISTRATIONS 

One  hundred  and  fifteen  trade  schools  were  registered  with  the  Department  of 
Education  in  1955.  Several  of  these  operate  branch  schools  which  would  bring  the 
total  of  schools  to  1  35.  Three  trade  schools  discontinued  operations  during  the  year. 

The  enrolment  of  schools  teaching  electronics,  radio,  and  television  has  in- 
creased. A  few  new  schools  have  opened  in  this  field,  and  enquiries  have  been 
received  from  schools  outside  Ontario  considering  the  possibilities  of  opening 
branches  here. 

The  demand  for  trained  secretarial  workers  continues,  and  students  are 
being  induced  to  accept  employment  before  they  finish  their  courses.  The  schools 
feel  that  this  exodus  of  partially  trained  personnel  is  likely  to  reflect  unfavourably 
on  the  reputations  of  the  schools. 

Schools  registered  under  The  Trade  Schools  Regulation  Act  have,  in  general, 
shown  a  desire  to  co-operate  in  meeting  the  requirements  of  the  Act  and  Regulations 
and  to  provide  an  adequate  service  to  the  public. 

Ontario  School  for  the  Deaf 

ENROLMENT 

The  September  1955  enrolment  was  382,  an  increase  of  5  over  that  of  the 
previous  year.(16)  Most  of  the  children  were  profoundly  deaf.  Their  hearing  losses 
were  as  follows:  90-100  decibels,  236  pupils;  80-89  decibels,  43  pupils;  70-79 
decibels,  45  pupils;  60-69  decibels,  35  pupils;  50-59  decibels,  20  pupils;  less 
than  50  decibels,  3  pupils.  The  three  pupils  with  hearing  losses  less  than  50 
decibels  were  not  only  hard-of-hearing  but  lived  in  communities  where  special 
provision  could  not  be  made  for  their  education. 

PROGRAMME 

The  school  programme  was  built  around  a  basic  academic  and  vocational 
training.  Physical  education  and  participation  in  inter-school  competition  with 
neighbouring  schools  provided  valuable  social  and  physical  training.  School  plays 
and  pageants  were  presented,  and  a  display  of  work  was  a  feature  of  the  annual 
visiting  day. 

Ontario  School  for  the  Blind 

ENROLMENT 

There  were  186  pupils  enrolled  in  the  school  year  1  955-56. (17)  Six  withdrew 
during  the  year.  Of  these  1  80  pupils  1  3  were  from  Alberta,  24  from  Saskatchewan, 
26  from  Manitoba,  one  from  Quebec,  one  from  Peru  and  the  remainder  from 
Ontario. 

PROGRAMME 

A  balanced  programme  of  academic,  creative,  physical,  musical,  and  social 
activities  was  provided  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  students.  Seven  students  com- 
pleted the  work  of  Grade  XII  and  qualified  for  the  Secondary  School  Graduation 
Diploma,  and  eleven  students  were  successful  in  the  examinations  of  the  Royal 
Conservatory  of  Music  (Toronto).

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Service  Record 

IN  MEMORIAM 

EDWARD  J.  CORKILL,  B.A.,  who  retired  as  Inspector  of  Public  Schools  on 
December  31,  1932,  died  on  September  1,  1955,  in  Napanee.  Mr.  Corkill  was 
born  September  1  6,  1  860,  in  the  Township  of  Loughborough  in  Frontenac  County 
where  he  received  his  elementary  school  education.  He  later  attended  the  Syden- 
ham High  School  and  the  Kingston  Model  School.  Mr.  Corkill  taught  in  several 
public  schools  in  Frontenac  County  before  entering  Queen's  University  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1 886.  Following  graduation  he  taught  in  Orangeville,  Mount 
Forest,  Harriston  and  the  Collegiate  Institutes  in  Sarnia  and  Napanee.  He  was 
appointed  Public  School  Inspector  for  Lennox  County  by  the  County  Council  in  1917 
and  served  in  this  capacity  for  fifteen  years.  As  an  inspector,  Mr.  Corkill  was 
devoted  to  his  work  and  as  a  result  of  his  leadership  the  schools  under  his  super- 
vision made  outstanding  progress.  He  took  a  real  interest  in  the  affairs  of  the 
community  and  gave  of  his  talents  to  improve  the  lot  of  his  fellow  man. 

LT.-COL.  WALTER  JOYCE,  V.D.,  passed  away  in  Brantford  on  April  22nd  at  the 
age  of  83.  He  was  born  in  Wentworth  County  and  attended  the  Bronte  Public 
School  and  the  Oakville  High  School.  He  graduated  from  the  Ottawa  Normal 
School  and  the  Faculty  of  Education  of  Queen's  University.  Col.  Joyce  taught  in 
rural  schools  in  Halton  and  Brant  Counties.  He  served  as  Principal  of  Plattsville 
Public  School,  Mount  Pleasant  Public  School,  and  Central  Public  School,  Brantford. 
He  secured  his  Arts  degree  from  Queen's  University.  Col.  Joyce's  military  career 
started  with  a  corps  of  cadet  instructors  and  continued  through  the  Dufferin  Rifles 
of  Canada  of  which  he  became  Officer  Commanding.  He  went  overseas  during 
the  First  Great  War  with  the  rank  of  major  in  the  215th  Battalion.  Later  he  trans- 
ferred to  the  British  Corps  Headquarters.  In  January,  1932,  Col.  Joyce  was 
appointed  Public  School  Inspector  for  the  County  of  Brant.  He  retired  from  this 
position  in  August,  1  942.  Col.  Joyce  was  concerned  with  the  promoting  of  many 
educational  and  civic  projects.  At  the  time  of  his  passing  the  following  paragraph 
appeared  on  the  editorial  page  of  the  Brantford  Expositor: 

"Col.  Walter  Joyce  was  a  good  citizen,  a  good  teacher,  a  good  educa- 
tional executive,  and  a  good  soldier.  It  follows  that  he  was  a  good 
friend  to  many  people  in  many  ranks  of  society.  He  will  be  missed  by 
generations  of  school  pupils,  now  grown  up,  and  by  his  innumerable 
friends  in  the  several  avenues  of  life  through  which  he  walked." 

JOHN  LESLIE  MOORE,  B.A.,  retired  Inspector  of  Public  Schools  for  Parry 
Sound,  died  on  November  18,  1955.  He  was  born  in  Halton  County  and  later 
attended  Acton  Public  School,  Georgetown  High  School,  Parkdale  Collegiate 
Institute  in  Toronto,  and  Hamilton  Normal  School.  Later,  he  graduated  from 
Queen's  University  with  an  honour  B.A.  with  specialist  standing  in  Modern  Lan- 
guages. Mr.  Moore  taught  in  Norway  Public  School,  East  Toronto,  Peterborough 
Collegiate  Institute,  North  Toronto  Public  and  Continuation  School  and  Parry 
Sound  High  School.  He  served  as  Public  School  Inspector  for  Parry  Sound  from 
January,  1911,  to  September,  1942.  Mr.  Moore  gave  thirty-one  years  of  out- 
standing leadership  as  an  Inspector.  During  his  fourteen  years  of  retirement  he 
maintained  an  active  interest  in  his  local  church  and  clubs.  He  is  survived  by  his 
wife  and  daughter. 

MARVYN  R.  REID,  M.A.,  who  retired  as  Inspector  of  Public  Schools  in  Lennox 
County  in  1938,  died  on  December  20,  1955,  in  Napanee.  Mr.  Reid  obtained  his 
early  education  in  the  rural  schools  of  Lennox  County  and  in  the  Napanee  Col- 
legiate Institute  from  which  he  graduated  in  1  893.  He  received  his  B.A.  degree 
from  Queen's  University  in  1897  and  graduated  from  the  Normal  College  in 
Hamilton  in  1  898.  He  also  held  the  M.A.  degree  from  Queen's  University.  Mr. 
Reid  taught  in  the  secondary  schools  in  Dunnville,  Napanee  and  Sydenham  until 
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1910  when  he  was  appointed  Public  School  Inspector  in  Frontenac  County.  In  1  934 
he  was  transferred  to  Lennox  County  where  he  served  until  his  retirement.  Mr.  Reid's 
long  association  with  education  in  this  area,  first  as  a  student,  then  as  teacher,  and 
finally  as  inspector,  left  a  noteworthy  influence  upon  the  life  of  this  section  of  the 
Province. 

SAMUEL  SHANNON,  B.A.,  was  born  in  Elma  Township,  County  of  Perth,  in 
1871.  He  attended  the  rural  school  in  S.  S.  4  Elma  and  later  the  Listowel  High 
School.  He  graduated  as  a  Specialist  in  Science  from  Victoria  College  in  1  895. 
Thence  he  taught  in  Drayton  for  three  years.  Following  the  Trail  of  '98  to  the 
Yukon,  he  spent  several  years  there  and  in  British  Columbia  as  a  prospector  and 
teacher.  In  1906  he  returned  to  Ontario  where  he  became  Branch  Manager  of  the 
Lake  Simcoe  Ice  Company.  In  January,  1918,  he  was  appointed  Principal  of  the 
Bracebridge  Continuation  School  which  position  he  held  until  September,  1920, 
when  he  became  Principal  of  Kenora  High  School.  In  September,  1922,  he  was 
appointed  Inspector  of  District  Division  1,  with  residence  at  Kenora.  He  retired  on 
August  31,  1941.  Mr.  Shannon  passed  away  on  August  20,  1955.  Mr.  Shannon 
possessed  in  a  high  degree  those  qualities  necessary  in  a  successful  business  man 
and  educational  leader. 

DONALD  GORDON  SMITH,  B.A.,  Public  School  Inspector  for  East  Middlesex, 
died  in  London  on  February  26,  1955,  at  the  age  of  68.  Mr.  Smith  was  born  in 
Yarmouth  Township  in  Elgin  County.  His  early  education  was  received  at  S.  S.  24 
Yarmouth,  St.  Thomas  Collegiate  Institute  and  St.  Thomas  Model  School.  After  this 
he  taught  for  three  and  a  half  years  in  S.  S.  23  Yarmouth.  tAr.  Smith  attended 
Queen's  University  Faculty  of  Education  and  taught  in  Thamesville  Continuation 
School  and  Port  Arthur  Public  School.  He  returned  to  Queen's  University  and 
graduated  with  honours  in  Science  in  1922  and  became  head  of  the  Science 
Department  in  North  Bay  Collegiate  Institute.  On  January  1st,  1925,  he  was 
appointed  Public  School  Inspector  at  Haileybury.  On  January  1st,  1935,  Mr. 
Smith  became  Inspector  for  Middlesex  East.  He  served  this  inspectorate  for 
twenty  years.  During  that  period  the  number  of  teachers  increased  from  125  to 
39 1 ,  which  required  the  appointment  of  an  assistant  inspector.  Mr.  Smith  was  a  very 
kind  man  and  devoted  his  entire  energy  to  improving  instruction  in  his  schools.  He 
was  beloved  by  his  teachers  and  trustees.  He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Frances 
Louise,  nee  MacGregor,  and  his  two  daughters,  Mrs.  A.  L.  McKenzie  (Jean),  and 
Katharine,  who  are  graduates  of  Western  University. 

DANIEL  THOMAS  WALKOM,  B.A.,  who  retired  on  August  31,  1949,  as  Public 
School  Inspector  of  District  Division  6,  with  headquarters  in  Sault  Ste.  Marie,  was 
drowned  off  St.  Joseph's  Island  on  August  7,  1955.  Mr.  Walkom  was  born  near 
Essa  where  he  obtained  his  elementary  education.  Upon  graduation  from  the 
Barrie  Collegiate  Institute  he  attended  the  Bradford  Model  School  and  taught  for 
three  years.  When  he  secured  his  Arts  degree  from  Queen's  University  he  joined 
the  staff  of  the  Sault  Ste.  Marie  High  School  where  he  remained  for  ten  years. 
In  1921  he  was  appointed  Public  School  Inspector  at  Cochrane  and  one  year 
later  was  transferred  to  Sault  Ste.  Marie.  Mr.  Walkom  rendered  splendid  service 
to  the  cause  of  education  in  Ontario.  He  was  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him  and 
young  and  old  mourned  his  tragic  passing. 


RETIREMENTS 


W.  E.  M.  AITKEN,  M.A.,  Ph.D.,  retired  as  a  Master,  Toronto  Teachers'  College, 
on  October  21,  1955.  After  obtaining  his  secondary  school  education  at  Sarnia 
Collegiate  Institute,  Dr.  Aitken  qualified  for  the  M.A.  degree  at  the  University  of 
Toronto  and  the  Ph.D.  degree  at  Harvard  University.  Prior  to  his  appointment  in 
1931  to  the  staff  of  the  Toronto  Normal  School,  he  was  engaged  in  the  field  of 
technical  education.  Dr.  Aitken's  special  interests  in  teacher  education  lay  in  the 
social  studies  and  educational  psychology.  He  is  the  author  of  several  textbooks 
and  a  number  of  articles  in  educational  publications.  A  teacher  of  high  scholarship, 
Dr.  Aitken  made  a  valuable  contribution  to  education  in  this  Province. 
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MISS  D.  L.  EMERY,  A.  O.  C.  A.,  retired  as  Instructor  in  Art  at  London  and 
Stratford  Teachers'  Colleges  on  August  31,  1955.  Miss  Emery  first  served  as  a 
teacher  in  the  public  school  of  Stratford,  Ontario.  Qualifying  as  an  Associate  of  the 
Ontario  College  of  Art,  she  later  studied  under  Franz  Cizek  of  Vienna,  the  cele- 
brated pioneer  in  children's  art.  Miss  Emery  joined  the  staff  of  the  London  Normal 
School  in  1923,  and  in  1938  assumed  the  additional  duty  of  art  instructor  at 
Stratford  Normal  School.  Ever  alert  to  new  trends  in  her  chosen  field,  Miss  Emery 
gave  skilled  and  generous  leadership  to  countless  student  teachers  during  her 
years  of  service  in  the  Teachers'  Colleges. 

WESLEY  A.  FYDELL,  B.A.,  B.Paed.,  Public  School  Inspector  for  York  Township, 
retired  on  April  5,  1955.  Mr.  Fydell  was  a  son  of  the  parsonage.  His  father,  the 
late  Thomas  R.  Fydell,  held  Methodist  charges  in  various  centres  in  Western 
Ontario,  and  Wesley,  as  a  boy,  attended  public  schools  in  Markdale,  Hepworth 
and  Harriston.  His  secondary  education  was  secured  in  the  high  schools  in  Smithville 
and  Chesley  and  in  the  Owen  Sound  Collegiate  Institute.  Mr.  Fydell  attended  the 
Hamilton  Normal  College  in  1905-06  and  later  secured  Arts  and  Pedagogy 
degrees  from  the  University  of  Toronto.  His  first  teaching  experience  was  in  a  rural 
school  in  Kent  County.  Later  he  served  as  Principal  of  the  Elmvale  Continuation 
School,  and  the  Wolseley  Continuation  School  in  Saskatchewan.  In  1910  he  was 
appointed  to  the  teaching  staff  of  the  Toronto  Public  Schools.  While  Acting 
Principal  of  York  Street  Public  School,  he  enlisted  for  Active  Service  in  the  First 
World  War.  On  his  discharge  he  was  appointed  Principal  of  Runnymede  Public 
School  and  served  until  his  appointment  as  Inspector  of  York,  Division  1,  on 
January  1,  1929.  Mr.  Fydell  served  the  cause  of  education  well.  He  was  esteemed 
by  the  teachers  and  pupils  and  the  schools  under  his  supervision  made  splendid 
advancement  during  his  long  period  of  service. 

HAROLD  A.  HALBERT,  B.A.,  B.Paed.,  was  born  in  Dufferin  County  and  attended 
a  rural  school  in  Essa  Township.  He  received  his  secondary  education  at  the 
Barrie  Collegiate  Institute.  Upon  graduation  from  the  Faculty  of  Education,  Mr. 
Halbert  taught  in  rural  schools  in  Durham  and  Dufferin  Counties  for  four  years.  In 
191  1  he  was  appointed  to  the  staff  of  the  Toronto  Public  Schools.  He  served  as 
Principal  of  St.  Clair  Avenue,  Strathcona,  Pauline  and  Alexander  Muir  Public 
Schools.  He  graduated  in  Arts  and  Pedagogy  from  the  University  of  Toronto.  In 
September,  1939,  Mr.  Halbert  was  appointed  Inspector  of  Dufferin  County  and 
and  three  years  later  was  transferred  to  York  No.  6.  In  September,  1954,  when 
the  Township  of  Scarborough  appointed  its  own  supervisory  officers,  Mr.  Halbert 
took  over  the  inspectorate  of  York  No.  3  (Township  of  Vaughan).  He  retired  in 
August,  1955.  Mr.  Halbert  made  a  most  valuable  contribution  to  education.  Many 
larger  units  of  administration  were  formed  in  the  inspectorates  in  which  he  served. 
He  worked  faithfully  to  provide  the  best  in  education  for  boys  and  girls  and  was 
beloved  by  them.  His  teachers,  too,  held  him  in  high  regard  and,  as  a  result,  his 
schools  progressed  rapidly. 

RENE  LAMOUREUX,  B.A.,  Ph.D.,  retired  as  Principal  of  the  University  of 
Ottawa  Teachers'  College  on  November  1,  1955.  Dr.  Lamoureux  was  appointed 
first  principal  of  the  College  in  November,  1927,  at  the  time  of  its  establishment. 
During  his  twenty-eight  years  of  service  he  supervised  the  preparation  of  more 
than  four  thousand  teachers  for  elementary  schools  in  which  French  is  a  subject  of 
instruction.  A  recognized  authority  on  methods  of  teaching  in  these  schools,  he  has 
been  a  frequent  speaker  at  educational  meetings  throughout  the  Province.  His  wise 
leadership  and  kindly  counsel  are  recalled  with  gratitude  by  his  former  students 
and  associates. 

W.  B.  ROTHWELL,  retired  as  Instructor  in  Music  at  the  Stratford  Teachers' 
College  on  August  31,  1955.  Mr.  Rothwell  received  his  musical  education  in 
England,  and  joined  the  staff  of  the  Stratford  Normal  School  in  1925.  An  able 
teacher,  Mr.  Rothwell  not  only  contributed  usefully  to  the  education  of  his  students, 
but  also  gave  appreciated  leadership  in  the  music  festival  movement  throughout 
the  Province. 
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KEITH  S.  WIGHTMAN,  B.A.,  B.Paed.,  retired  from  the  position  of  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools  for  the  Peterborough  Board  of  Education  on  June  30,  1955.  Mr. 
Wightman  was  born  in  Sarnia,  where  he  received  his  elementary  and  secondary 
education.  After  graduation  from  the  London  Normal  School  he  taught  at  Sombra, 
Hanover,  Innerkip  and  Sandwich  and  for  two  years  was  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the 
Cookstown  Continuation  School.  In  1917,  Mr.  Wightman  was  appointed  Principal  of 
South  Central  Public  School  in  Peterborough  and  later  served  as  Principal  of  the 
Prince  of  Wales  and  Central  Public  Schools  there.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Queen's 
University  and  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  In  1  937  he  was  appointed  Inspector  of 
Public  Schools  for  the  City  of  Peterborough  and  in  July,  1  948,  was  named  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools.  In  1949  the  office  of  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Peterborough 
Board  of  Education  was  added  to  his  duties.  As  principal  and  as  administrator 
S\r.  Wightman  has  had  an  important  influence  on  the  educational  programme  in 
the  City  of  Peterborough  for  almost  forty  years.  His  former  students  and  associates 
wish  for  him  many  years  of  well-earned  leisure.
